Lee Somers, living near the Hush- 
J leary county line, the prosecuting 
witness in the ease of 
the* State 
against 
William Hopkins, 
charged 
with shooting Somers with intent to 
kill, which began in the circuit court 
today, was on the witness stand for 
two hours this afternoon. 
Somers te s tily that lie and Hop­ 
kins had two 
conversations ,about 
the location of a line fence between 
their farms previous 
to 
the 
day 
when Hopkins shot Somers in the 
hip while the 
latter was 
plowing 
corn. 
The shooting is alleged to 
have been the result of the quar­ 
rel over the fence location. 
The witness declared he and Hop­ 
kins 
talked of 
the fence 
matter 
on 
Monday 
before the 
shooting 
Wednesday, 
and 
that 
Hop­ 
kins said vehemently that the sur­ 
rey tor the location of the comer 
post would be made just a- he said. 
Somers said he replied it would be 
made just as it should lie, a cording 
to the records at Rushville. 
They had 
another 
conversation 
the following day, Somers testified, 
when Hopkins and 
his 
son 
came 
over and said he (Hopkins) had de­ 
cided not to make any survey. 
A c­ 
cording to the prosecuting 
witness, 
Hopkins waited until he got iii the 
road and then yelled for Somers to 
come out because he was on a pub­ 
lic highway. 
Somers was in a field along the 
road plowing, according to his story, 
when he saw Hopkins coming up the 
road leading a 
cow. 
Somers ,as­ 
sart cd he had just cut a stick for 
opening com and wa> returning to 
his plow when he saw Hopkins and 
greeted him in a cordial manner. 
Somers testified, 
Hopkins 
burst 
out with an oath, saying Somers had 
lied to him about the time the sur­ 
veyor was coming as it was then 
late Wednesday 
afternoon 
Somers 
said he noticed that 
directly 
after 
that utterance, Hopkins changed the 
rope by which he was 
leading 
the 
cow into his left hand. 
Hopkins then told Somers he had 
better put his knife up, the witness 
•aid, but lie had already put it away. 
Hopkins swore at Somers again, the 
latter declared, but he turned away 
and started back to his work in the 
held. 
Ile felt a rock hit him iii the back, 
Somers said and it came with such 
force it .tarred the stick from his 
right 
hand. 
Somers 
testified 
he 
he turned to pick up the stick aud 
asked Hopkins “ what the Hex ii he 
meant.” 
Somers attempted to give the lan­ 
guage of the conversation as nearly 
as he remembered it.

GREEKS CAUSED THE DELAY 


It New Appears That Athens at the 


Last 
Moment 
Demanded 
Many 


Things That Had Not Entered Into 


Original Proposition For Armistice, 


Requiring Complete Readjustment cf 


Terms of Conference. 


Constantinople, Dec. S.—Official an- 
! nouncement is made that the protocol 
of the armistice will probably be sign­ 
ed today, and that according to its 
provisions fortified places may be pro­ 
visioned during the armistice. 
It is 
also provided that the siege of the 
Turkish ports and islands will tempo­ 
rarily be considered as raised. In the 
event of a breakdown in the negotia­ 
tions the parties will give forty-eight 
hours' notice before resuming hostili­ 
ties. 


London, Dec. 3.—It was the repre­ 
sentatives of the Greeks at Baghch- 
etsch who delayed the signing of the 
armistice at that neutral town on Sun­ 
day afternoon at the time when the 
whole world expected it. and though 
at first they said that they were await­ 
ing further instructions from Athens. 
it now appears that as a matter of fact 
they are asking for a great many 
things for Greece that had not entered 
into the original projiosition for an 
armistice. The Greeks say that in the 
first place they do not want to raise 
the blockade on the Albanian coast 
during the fourteen days that the arm­ 
istice will hold. 
Secondly they want 
Janina and Scutari to surrender to 
Greece and Montenegro alone. 
And 
they hope to obtain effective posses­ 
sion of the Island of Chios, where 
heavy fighting is proceeding with the 
Turks who withdrew to the mountains 
when the Greeks disembarked. 
There was no meeting of the pleni­ 
potentiaries yesterday on account of 
the new and complex problems that 
have come in, but there were long con­ 
ferences on the i»art of the representa­ 
tives of each of the allies. The porte 
hopes ’hat the armistice will be finally 
signed today.

Von Behtmann-Hollweg had concluded 
his sp< ooh in discussing the Balkan 
situation in the reiohstag and in which 
he practically warned Russia in case 
hostilities should arise from the Aus- 
tria-Servian dispute. Germany would 
be found on the side of her allies. Herr 
George Ledebour. the well-known So­ 
cial Democrat deputy, complained that 
a more complete exposition of the 
questions involved in the Balkan war 
was expected. He said that it was im­ 
possible to glean a positive fact from 
the chancellor's statements to show 
for what purposes Germany was to be 
ready with sword in hand to aid her 
allies.

Herr Von 
Klderlin-Waeehter, the 
foreign secretary, who replied to the 
Social Democrat, demurred to Herr 
Ledebours attack "on the ruler of a 
g n a t neighbor nation with whom we 
live and wish to continue to live in 
peace and amity.*’ 
He presumably 
meant Russia. 
“I repudiate these attacks.” declared 
the foreign secretary, who proceeded 
to charge Herr I^edebour with “urging 
the government to improve our rela­ 
tions with England” and of having 
“accused the government or promot­ 
ing dissension with England,’*

chance." Herr Von Kiderlin-Waechter 
said In measured words, “to welcome 
the 
opportunity 
of

throughout the recent crisis our re­ 
lations with England were particularly 
confidential.

on through the crisis with mutual con­ 
fidence and they give rise to gratify­ 
ing intimacy in our relations.

tinue to do so."

PERPLEXING POLICE 


Sheffield Agitated Over This 


Singular Affair. 


New Quay, Wales, Dec. 3.—The 
corpse of Mrs. Sidney Nowill, aged 
34, wife of a Sheffield manufacturer, 
who disappeared from the Atlantic 
hotel here on Nov. 23, and whose dis­ 
appearance was followed by the tragic 
suicide of James A. Delay, forty-six 
years old. a retired solicitor and ad­ 
mirer of Mrs. Nowill, was found yes­ 
terday afternoon at low' tide by two 
fishermen in a cove at the bottom of 
a precipitous cliff.

Following the discovery of the wom­ 
an’s body it was raised with ropes and 
identified by Mrs. Nowill’s husband 
and brother. The face of the woman 
was distorted with fear and there were 
indications of a struggle. 
The mystery as to why Mr. Delay 
committed suicide or how' Mrs. Nowill 
met her death has not been cleared. 
The theory of suicide In the woman’s 
case is not believed from the position 
of the place where the body was found.

No prayers or pleadings will 
move the living to raise a helping 
hand.” 
The correspondent, looking tow ard 
Hadem keui from a hill, saw a large 
square formed on one side by the bar­ 
racks. on two others by a line of hos­ 
pital tents and on the fourth by a high 
road. 
The square was covered with 
corpses and w rithing bodies lying in 
all attitudes. 
Pome were prone, some 
sitting, some kneeling, some constant­ 
ly shifting and some w ith their bands 
clasped as if in supplication. 


Plague Dead In Heaps. 


In some parts the dead were idled in 
heaps. In others those still living were 
alm ost as closely packed. This lake of 
misery was constantly fed by stretcher 
bearers bringing fresh victim s from the 
cam ps and forts and by others who 
j crawled in of their own accord, sec rn - 
• ing to prefer to end their days in the 
compony of th?ir fellow men or ex- 
l>ectiug to find succor or release from 
their torm ents. 
AII the tracks leading to this im ­ 
promptu morgue were dotted w ith the 
bodies of those who had died on the 
way. 
From time to tim e empty bul­ 
lock wagons passed through. The bod 
ies of the dead would be throw n into 
them , 
carted out of the 
village and 
throw n into great pits, where thou- 
sands are a I really sleeping. 
The beginning of the two days’ as­ 
sault on the Tchatalja defenses which 
resulted in the repulse of the Bulga­ 
rians is told graphically by a corre­ 
spondent 
who personally 
witnessed 
p art of the terrific engagem ent 
“At 7 o’clock in the m orning the 
sudden booming of guns came from t be 
southw est. 
According to w hat I was 
told by Turkish soldiers, this sudden 
sta rt of the battle was the chief Bul­ 
garian attem pt to rush the Turkish po­ 
sitions com m anding the lake of Itiyuk 
Chekmeji. 
In the half light of the 
daw n the Bulgarian infantry had al­ 
ready crept up within a close distance 
of the Turkish lines. 
“It is said th at when the Turkish 
cruiser lying in Biyuk Chekmeji bay 
saw them it Immediately opened fire 
with its big guns. 
The Turkish land 
batteries joined in. and the Bulgarian 
advance w as driven back.” 


Spectacular Shell Fire. 
“The Bulgarian batteries were flash­ 
ing along a line stretching from this 
village to T chatalja. which was itself 
hidden from sight by a piece of rising 
ground on my left front, which was 
occupied by two Turkish batteries. 
“On these the Bulgarian shells were 
bursting freely w ithout, however, doing 
much dam age to either the guns or the 
infantry lying in the shelter of a dip 
in the ground. 
“To the right of a disused redoubt, 
the parai>et of which I made my post 
of observation, w*as a T urkish fart 
shelling the village of Izzedin. 
A b at­ 
tery close by was doing the sam e along 
the front. 
Between these points lay a long line 
of Turkish trenches full of infantry, 
among whom the shell fire was evi­ 
dently doing damage, for supports in a 
widely extended line were going slow­ 
ly to them, sought out them selves now 
and then by those sudden death deal­ 
ing clouds of compact w hite smoke that 
flung the black earth in show ers into 
the air. 
“F arther aw ay on the right were two 
more Turkish forts, from which still 
more shells w ent petulantly scream ing 
across the land tow ard where tiny 
flashes in the blue haze of the valley 
m arked 
the 
Bulgarian 
batteries at 
work. 
It was difficult to estim ate the 
range, but I noticed th at many Turk 
ish shells fell short, while some of the 
Bulgarian shells were bursting 300 
yards behind th e batteries in front 
of me. 
Charging the Turkish Trenches. 
“About 3 o’clock in the afternoon the 
Bulgarians sent forw ard infantry from 
T chatalja against the T urkish trenches 
lying along the opposite ridge. 
For a 
quarter of an hour a heavy rifle fire 
took place a t this point and then slack­ 
ened. 
As the Bulgarians w ithdrew shortly 
afterw ard a dense column of cream 
colored smoke sprang up in the vil­ 
lage of Izzediu. Evidently the Turkish 
shells had set it on fire. 
All this time heavy firing was go­ 
ing on along the valley th at stretched 
aw ay to the left and round in a crescent 
shai>e tow ard I.ake Biyuk Chekmeje. 
There the Turkish cruiser Uamidiyeh 
was engaged all day, covering with her 
fire the narrow neck of laud th at sep­ 
arates the lake from the sea. 
As night fell the long day’s artillery 
duel slackened and died aw ay to si­ 
lence. 
Firing Resumed at Dawn. 
“We got up before sunrise and return­ 
ed to see the battle sta rt again. 
Again 
it began as soon as it was light, but 
only along the valley between T cha­ 
talja and Lake Biyuk Chekmeji. 
The 
forts on our right, which were yester­ 
day so active, were now silent, one bat­ 
tery coming away from th at part of 
the line as we watched. 
T hat Bulgarian fire against that 
section of the front had ceased, how­ 
ever, was shown by the im punity with 
which a bullock wagon and train of 
ammunition was crossing the grouad 
where yesterday shells were bursting. 
“I heard several stories from soldiers 
of the incidents of Sunday’s battle. 
which I cannot guarantee. One was to 
the effect that the presence of a regi 
inent of 500 Bulgarian cavalrym en 
was detected near the village of Biyuk 
Chekmeji by the fact that tw o of their 
scouts entered the village aud obtained 
food from a Greek priest. 
Another said the attem pt to blow 
up the railway bridge near San Ste

Pa., and J. ll. Carroll of Syracuse, 
N. Y., because of insufficient evidence. 
w*as granted by Judge Anderson and 
these four defendants were released. 
Frank M. Ryan, president of the In­ 
ternational Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers, the first wit­ 
ness for the defense, said he had been 
president of the organization for seven 
years and that he always had advocat­ 
ed peace. 
He denied that he had any 
knowledge of dynamite having been 
stored in the basement of the Ameri­ 
can Central Life building, in which the 
Iron workers had their offices.

Washington, Dec. 3.— Holding that 
it constitutes a combination in re­ 
straint of trade, the supreme court of 
the United Staten has ordered the par­ 
tial dissolution of the Union Pacific 
merger. 
Justice Day, who delivered 
the opinion, said: 
“The court reaches the conclusion 
that the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific systems prior to the stock pur 
chases were competitors engaged in 
interstate commerce, acting indepen­ 
dently as to a large amount of such 
carrying trade and that after the ac­ 
quisition of the stock in question the 
dominating power of the Union Pa­ 
cific has suppressed competition be­ 
tween the systems and has effected a 
combination in restraint of interstate 
commerce within the prohibition of 
the act. 
“In order to t nforce the statutes the 
court is required to forbid the doing 
in the future of acts like those which 
are found to have been done in viola­ 
tion thcr**f and to enter a decree 
which 
will effectually 
dissolve the 
combine found to exist in violation of 
the statutes. 
“Th** decree should provide an in­ 
junction against the right to vote this 
stock, whib in the ownership or con­ 
trol of tin Union Pacific company or 
any corporation owned by It. or while 
held by a cori»oration or persons for 
the Union Pacific disposition thereof 
In such wUe as to conceal its control 
and 
should 
provide 
an 
injunction 
against th** payment of dividends upon 
such 
locks while t Ii tis held, except to 
a receive r to he appointed by the 
court, who shall select and hold such 
dividends until disposed of by the de­ 
cree of th* court. 
“As th** court below dismissed the 
government’s bill, it was unnecessary 
to consider th** disposition of the share 
of stork acquired by the Union Pacific 
which acquisition we hold constituted 
an unlawful combination in violation 
of the anti trust act. 
In order to con­ 
clude ineffectually the operating force 
of the combine, such disposition should 
be made subject to the approval and 
decree of the court, and any plans for 
the disj>osition of this stock must be 
such as effectually to dissolve the un­ 
lawful combine thus created. 
“The court shall proceed upon the 
presentation of any plan and defend­ 
ants may bring in any additional par­ 
ties w hose presence may be necessary 
to a final disposition of the stock in 
conformity to the views herein ex­ 
pressed." 
The following statem ent was issued 
by Attorney General Wiekorsham: 
“The 
coart’s 
decision 
practically 
separates the ownership of the South­ 
ern Pacific system from the Union Pa­ 
cific wit!! the possible exception of the 
extension from Ogden. Utah, to San 
Francisco, as to which there Is a sug­ 
gestion for sn argument. 
The deci­ 
sion is one of the most far-reaching 
opinions ever entered bv the court, be­ 
ing an extension of the decision in the 
Northern Securities case.’’

The shooting is alleged to 


have been the result of the quar- 
'rel over the fence location. 


The witness declared he and Hop- 


kins 
talked of 
the fence 
matter 


ou 
Monday 
before the 
shooting 


on Wednesday, 
and 
that 
Hop- 


kins said vehemently that the sur- 
vey for the location of the cornel- 
post would be made just as he said. 
Somers said he replied it would be 
made just as it should be, acording 
to the records at "Rushville. 


They had 
another 
conversation 


the following day, Somers testified, 
when Hopkins and his sou came 
over and said he (Hopkins) had de- 
cided not to make any survey. Ac- 
cording to the prosecuting witness, 
Hopkins waited until he got in the 
road and then yelled for Somers to 
come out because he was on a pub- 
lic highway. 


Somers was iii a field along the 


road plowing, according to his story, 
when he saw Hopkins coming up the 
road leading a cow. Somers «as- 
serted he had just cut a stick for 
opening corn and was returning to 
his plow when he saw Hopkins and 
greeted him in a cordial manner. 


Somers testified, 
Hopkins burst 


out with an oath, saying Somers had 
lied to him about the time the sur- 
veyor was coming as it was then 
late Wednesday afternoon 
Somers 


said he noticed that directly 
after 


that utterance, Hopkins changed the 
rope by which he was leading the 
cow into his left hand. 


Hopkins then told Somers he had 


better put his knife up, the witness 
said, but he had already put it away. 
Hopkins swore at Somers again, the 
latter declared, but he turned away 
and started back to his work in the 
field. 


He felt a rock hit him in the back, 


Somers said and it came with such 
force it jarred the stick from his 
right 
hand. Somers testified he 


he turned to pick up the stick and 
asked Hopkins "what the devil he 
meant."

In Constantinople. 


GREEKS CAUSED THE DELAY 


It Now Appears That Athens at the 


Last 
Moment 
Demanded 
Many 


Things That Had Not Entered Into 
Original Proposition For Armistice, 
Requiring Complete Readjustment of 
Terms of Conference. 


Constantinople, Dec..3.—Official an- 


nouncement is made that the protocol 
of the armistice will probably be sign- 
ed, today, and that according to its 
provisions fortified places may be pro- 
visioned during the armistice. It is 
also provided that the siege of the 
Turkish ports and islands will tempo- 
rarily be considered as raised. In the 
event of a breakdown in the negotia- 
tions the parties will give forty-eight 
hours' notice before resuming hostili- 
ties, 


London, Dec. 3.—It was the repre- 


sentatives of the Greeks at Baghch- 
etsch who delayed the signing of the 
armistice at that neutral town on Sun- 
day afternoon at the time when the 
whole world -expected it, and though 
at first they said that they were await- 
ing further instructions from Athens, 
It now appears that as a matter of fact 
they are asking for a great many 
things for Greece that had not entered 
into the original proposition for an 
armistice. The Greeks say that in the 
first place they do not want to raise 
the blockade on the Albanian coast 
during the fourteen days that the arm- 
istice will hold. Secondly they want 
Janina and Scutari to surrender to 
Greece and Montenegro alone. 
And 


they hope to obtain effective posses- 
sion of the Island of Chios, where 
heavy fighting is proceeding with the 
Turks who withdrew to the mountains 
when the Greeks disembarked. 


There was no meeting of the pleni- 


potentiaries yesterday on account of 
the new and complex problems that 
have come in, 'but there were long con- 
ferences on the part of the representa- 
tives of each of the allies. The porte 
hopes tliat the armistice will be finally 
signed today.

SIGNIFICANT STATEMENT 


German Foreign Secretary Clears the 


Atmosphere a Bit. 


Berlin, Dec. 3.—After Chancellor 


Von Behtmann-Hollweg had concluded 
his speech in discussing the Balkan 
situation in the reichstag and in which 
•he practically warned Russia in case 
hostilities should arise from the Aus- 
tria-Servian dispute, Germany would 
be found on the side of her allies, Herr 
George Ledebour. the well-known So- 
cial Democrat deputy, complained that 
a more complete exposition of the 
questions involved in the Balkan war 
was expected. He said that it was im- 
possible to glean a positive fact from 
the chancellor's statements to show 
for what purposes Germany was to be 
ready with sword in hand to aid her 
allies. Upon the nature of these pur- 
poses, he said, depended whether 
Germany was or was not to throw into 
the scale her whole influence for the 
preservation of peace. 


Herr Von Klderlin-Waechter, the 


foreign secretary-, who replied to the 
Social Democrat, demurred to Herr 
Ledebour's attack "on the ruler of a 
great neighbor nation with whom we 
live and wish to continue to live in 
peace and amity." 
He presumably 


meant Russia. 


"I repudiate these attacks," declared 


the foreign secretary, who proceeded 
to charge Herr liedebour with "urging 
the government to improve our rela- 
tions with England" and of having 
"accused the government of promot- 
ing dissension with England." 


"This 
affords 
me th« welcome 


chance." Herr Von Klderlin-Waechter 
Raid in measured words, "to welcome 
the opportunity of declaring that 
throughout the recent crisis our re- 
lations with England were particularly 
confidential. 
The negotiations 
be- 


tween London and Berlin were carried 
on through the crisis with mutual con- 
fidence and they give rise to gratify- 
ing intimacy in our relations. They 
have also done a good service in pro- 
moting a good understanding between 
the powers, and I can give it as my 
settled conviction that they will con- 
tinue to do BO."

"It was tbe ridge Just across tbe rail- 


way, where the line goes southwest be- 
fore turning to the, north up the valley 
to Tcbatalja. Along this ridge stands 
the rearmost line of forts, and from it 
one looked across a deep, broad valley 
to a village, which I identified on the 
map as Izedia. 


Spectacular Shell Fire. 


• "The Bulgarian batteries were flash- 
ing along a line stretching from this 
village to Tcbatalja. which was itself 
hidden from sight by a piece of rising 
ground on my left front, which was 
occupied by t\ro Turkish batteries. 


"On these the Bulgarian shells were 


bursting freely without however, doing 
much damage to either the guns or the 
infantry lying in the shelter of a dip 
In tbe ground. 


"To the right of a disused redoubt, 


the parapet of which I made my post 
of observation, was a Turkish fert 
shelling the village of Izzedin. A bat- 
tery close by was doing the same along 
the front 


"Between these points lay a long line 


of Turkish trenches full of infantry, 
among whom the shell fire was evi- 
dently doing damage, for supports in a 
widely extended line were going slow- 
ly to them, sought out themselves now 
and then by those sudden death deal- 
ing clouds of compact white smoke that 
flung the black earth in showers into 
the air. 


"Farther away on the right were two 


more Turkish forts, from which still 
more shells went petulantly screaming 
across the land toward where tiny 
flashes In the blue haze of tbe valley 
marked the Bulgarian batteries at 
work. 


'It was difficult to estimate tbe 


range, but I noticed that many Turk- 
ish shells fell short, while some of the 
Bulgarian shells were bursting 300 
yards behind the batteries in front 
of me. 


Charging the Turkish Trenches. 
"About 3 o'clock in tbe afternoon the 


Bulgarians sent forward Infantry from 
Tcbatalja against tbe Turkish trenches 
lying along the opposite ridge. For a 
quarter of ,an hour .a heavy rifle are 
took place at this point and then slack- 
ened. 


"As the Bulgarians withdrew shortly 


afterward a dense column of cream 
colored smoke sprang up In the vil- 
lage of Ixxedio. Evidently tbe Turkish 
shells had set it on fire. 


"All this time heavy firing was go- 


ing on along tbe valley that stretched 
away to the left and round in a crescent 
shape toward Lake Biynk Cbekmeje. 
There the Turkish cruiser Hamidiyeb 
was engaged all day. covering with her 
fire the narrvw neck of land that sep- 
arates the lake from the sea. 


"As night fell the long day's artillery 


duel slackened and died away to si- 
lence. 


Filing Besamed at Dawn. 


"We got up before sunrise and return- 


ed to see the battle,start again. Again 
it began as soon as it was light, but 
only along tbe valley between Tcha- 
talja and Lake Biynk Chekmeji. The 
forts on our right which were yester- 
day so active, were now silent one bat- 
tery coming away from that part of 
the line as we watched. 


"That Bulgarian fire against that 


section of the front bad ceased, how- 
ever, was shown by the Impunity with 
which a bullock wagon and train of 
ammunition was crossing tbe ground 
where yesterday shells were bursting. 


"I heard several stories from soldiers 


of the incidents of Sunday's battle, 
which 1 cannot guarantee. One was to 
the effect that the presence of a regi- 
ment of 500 Bulgarian cavalrymen 
was detected near tbe village of Biynk 
Chekmeji by tbe fact that two of their 
scouts entered the village and obtained 
food from a Greek priest. 


"Another said the attempt to blow 


up tbe railway bridge near San Ste- 
fano by two Bulgarian spies was no- 
ticed by a child, who told tbe Turkish 
patrol."

In Ordering Dissolution of Great. Rail- 


way Combination, High Court, in an 
Opinion Handed Down by Justice 


Day, 
Orders Dissolution of Merger 


and Injunction Preventing U. P. 
From Voting S. P. Stock. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—Holding that 


it constitutes a combination In re- 
straint of trade, the supreme court of 
the United States has ordered the'par- 
tial dissolution of the Union Pacific 
merger. Justice Day, who delivered 
the opinion, said: 


"The court reaches the conclusion 


:hat the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific systems prior to the stock pur. 
chases were competitors engaged in 
nterstate commerce, acting indepen- 
dently as to a large amount of such 
carrying trade and that after the ac- 
quisition of the stock in question the 
dominating power of the Union Pa- 
cific has suppressed competition be- 
tween the systems and has effected a 
combination in restraint of interstate 
commerce within the prohibition of 
the act. 


"In order to enforce the statutes the 


court is required to forbid the doing 
in the future of acts like those which 
»re found to have been done in viola- 
tion thereof and to enter a decree 
which will effectually dissolve the 
combine found to exist in violation of 
the statutes. 


"The decree should provide an in- 


lunction against the right to vote this 
Stock, while in the ownership or con- 
trol of the Union Pacific company or 
any corporation owned by it, or while 
held by a corporation or persons for 
the Union Pacific disposition thereof 
in such wise as to conceal its control 
and 
should provide an injunction 


against the payment of dividends upon 
such stocks while thus held, except to 
a receiver to be appointed by the 
court, who shall select and hold such 
dividends until disposed of by the de- 
cree of the court. 


"As the court below dismissed the 


government's bill, it was unnecessary 
to consider tbe disposition of the share 
of stock acquired by the Union Pacific 
which acquisition we hold constituted 
an unlawful combination in violation 
of the anti-trust act. In order to con- 
clude ineffectually the operating force 
of the combine, such disposition"should 
be made subject to the approval and 
decree of the court, and any plans for 
the disposition of this stock must be 
such as effectual!}- to dissolve the un- 
lawful combine thus created. 


"The court shall proceed upon the 


presentation of any plan and defend- 
ants may bring in any additional par- 
ties whose presence may be necessary 
to a final disposition of the stock in 
conformity to the views herein ex- 
pressed."
